A step of far reaching importance 
in provincial health was taken this 
week with the announcement of 
Hon Dr. W. W. Cross, minister of 
health, that the provincial govern- 
ment is now prepared to provide 
free surgical treatment for cancer 
cufferers, upon recommendations of 
the Alberta Cancer Clinic, At the 
last session of the legislature an ap- 
propriation of thirty thousand dol 
lars was made for this purpose Di- 
rected by Dr G. H. Malcolmson who 
is recognized as one of Canada’s 
outstanding cancer specialists, Free 
clinics in Calgary and Kdmonton 
have handled eighteen hundred cases 
since they were opened in 1941.
